In areajravis is one of the larger districts of 
Staten Island. In population, it is the smallest. 
The district has changed little since the first World 
War. Its residents are largely of Polish descent, living 
in the little centers of Travis and Chelsea. Travis is the 
center of the truck farming and nursery areas of Staten 
Island. Produce and flowers are shipped daily to Man- 
hattan. Considerable area is marsh land. Since the 
previous Census, Travis has lost its one industrial plant, 
a linoleum factory. Its population declined 9 per cent. 
There is no shopping center, but a number of scattered 
stores serves the immediate needs of the residents.
